FOREIGN. 


—In the French Chamb er of Dep u ties a man 
who afterward said he was an army officer 
fired twice withou t effect at M. Clemenceau , 
President of the Chamb er, Me waa arrested 
—The Associated Chamb ers of Commerce, 
in session at London, u nanimou sly adop ted a 
resolu tion declaring that the grant of home 
ru le to the Irish p eop le wou ld p rove disastrou s 
to the trade of b oth Ireland and Great Britain. 
—Thomas Coop er, a memb er of the famou s 
masked b attery at the cap tu re of Term Cru z, 
who also had the honor of entering Jap an with 
Commodore Ferry, waa last week killed in a 
mine in Montana. 
—General Bou langer, the French Minister of 
War, haa decided to favor the destru ction of 
the forts of Paris. 
—The German p ress p rotests lou dly against 
the p rop osal to reb u ild the City of Rome. 
—Dr. Bchliemann haa p u rohased the Su l­ 
tan's share of the antiqu ities u nearthed in 
Turkey , and p romises to leave the entire col­ 
lection to the Berlin mu seu m. 
—Frank Flood, claiming to b e an Ameri­ 
can, haa b rou ght su it in Ireland to disp osses 
a William Flood of the Kilkenny estates and 
recover # 500,000 for their u se for a qu arter 
oe# u ry. 
—Prince Alex ander of Bu lgaria has Is­ 
su ed a decree ordering the demob ilization of 
his army. 
—Eight of the leaders of the late Lon­ 
don riots were tried, convicted and sentenced 
to terms at p enal eervitu do of from one to five 
years. 
-Jem Smith, the British p u gilist, who is 
anx iou s to arrange a fight with Su llivan, was 
at a recent ex hib ition in London, p resented 
b y aristocratic admirers with a champ ionship 
b elt valu ed at # 1,500. 
—Work b aa commenced in Paris on a city 
railroad, p artly u ndergrou nd and p artly elevat­ 
ed, which will give emp loyment for months to 
a large nu mb er of workmen now idle.

Senator J ohn F. Miller, of California, 
died suddenly this afternoon, after a pro­ 
long ed illness. 
His death was the result o f 
a complication of disorders, arisirg prima­ 
rily from a sev ere wound in the ey e receiv ed 
during the war, twenty -three y ears ag o. The 
bullet remained in his head about tw elv e 
y ears before it could be ex tracted, and the 
wound sapped his streng th and rendered 
him an easy v ictim to disease. Loss o f sleep 
debilitated his sy stem and asthmatic sy mp­ 
toms kept him in constant pain. 
Rrig ln s 
disease subsequently beg an its insidious 
work, and then dropsical disorders were 
dev eloped. 
But throug h all his illness the 
Senator showed such nerv e and will power 
that his phy sicians were encourag ed to hope 
that he mig ht possibly recov er. 
Sev eral 
operations were performed and seemed to 
g iv e much relief,

The news of Senator Miller’s death was 


j announced in the Senate by Senator Stan­ 
ford, and in the house by Mr. Morrow.

close of his term a Mr. Hutchinson, to 
whom the President had g ranted certain 
hunting priv ileg es in Alaska, and Senator 
Miller formed whatis now kno wn as the 
Alaska Commercial Company , and it en 
riched them both. 
Senator Miller has been 
most liberal with his wealth, thoug h not 
wasteful. 
His house last winter was one 
of the most noted in Washing ton for its en 
tertainnicnts.

came to the terms dictated by the Knig hts, 
and sig ned the follow ing : 
The disag reement ex isting between the

employ ment of conv icts in the State Peni­ 
tentiary for tho manufacture of hoots and 
shoes, is, by this ag reement, settled. 
Both 
parties ag ree that conv ict-contract labor 
should not come in conflict with free labor, 
and that the interest of tho public is better 
serv ed by its discontinuance. 
Suet* being 
the sentiment of Phelps, Podg © k Palmer, 
they v oluntarily ag ree that they will not, di­ 
rectly or indirectly , renew any of their ex ­ 
isting contracts for contract labor; they also 
ag ree 
that 
they 
will 
cancel 
all 
their 
contracts 
* for 
contract 
labor 
with the 
State of 
Indiana as 
soon 
as the State of Indiana will reliev e them 
from said contracts, or any liAbility by v ir­ 
tue of said contracts. 
Phelps, Dodg e k 
Palmer further ag ree that they will nfft 
knowing ly buy boots and shoes or any man­ 
ufacturer using conv ict labor. 
Phelps, 
Dodg e k Palmer further ag ree that no one 
seeking employ ment in iheir factory at 
Chicag o shall 1>© refused employ ment on 
account of being a member of the Kuig hts 
of Labor. 
The compromise was sig ned by repre­ 
sentativ es of the ftrras, and by Robert Ben­ 
nett, President; J . p. Trench, Secretary , 
and Georg e Rodg ers, J ohn J . Mahoney , 
J ames Courtney , nnd J ohn Budlong . mem­ 
bers of the Ex ecutiv e Board of Knig hts. 
Included in the boy cott orig inally de­ 
clared were C. M. Henderson k Co. and M. 
D. Wells k Co., of Chicag o, and Petting ill 
k Co., of Peoria. 
A new l>oy cott will be 
declared ag ainst them at onoe. Members of 
the y ielding firms say the meeting was held 
at the request of the board.

of the board say it was called by the firms.

well-kn own local politician s—were han ged 
for 
the 
crime. 
Threo 
others 
of 
the 
gan g—Jud ge 
Thomas 
I. 
Ford , late city record er; o r o Caulfield , 
clerk of his court, an d Officer Buckley, also 
an officer of the c o urt-a re n ow servin g a 
tw en ty years’ sen ten ce in the state prison 
for participation in the m urd er. 
P at Ford , 
on e of the men han ged F rid ay, was a 
brother of Jud ge Ford , an d tho other, John 
M urphy, was his cousin . 
Tho feud which 
resulted in tho traged y, grew out of a quar­ 
rel between local political “bosses,” an d tho 
con viction of the m urd erers was brought 
about by the en ergetic prosecution con 
d ucted by the Citizen s’ Law an d Ord er Com­ 
mittee of On o Hun d red .

W hen 
he stepped on tho platform , P a t Ford open ed 
his eyes for on e momen t an d caught a 
glimpse of thg d an glin g rope above him. 
W ith movemen ts rapid an d expert, the 
black caps were d raw n over their faces, the 
n oose ad justed , an d the m an in black d isap- 
appeared . 
On e word , “go,” aud two bod ies 
shot in to space. 
No time had been lost, an d 
tho law stood vin d icated . 
Ford , bein g 
heavy m an , wen t d own alm ost perpen d ieu 
lar, an d came up w ith a sud d en thud . The 
jerk on the rope peeled the skin off of the 
left sid e of his n eck. 
He pressed his han d s 
together, shrugged his should ers several 
times, heaved his chest, stretched out his 
limbs, an d ceased to move. 
M urphy swun g out a t an an gle, whirled 
back tow ard the wall, tw irled aroun d , ex 
ten d ed his limbs, an d the ball of his feet 
r sted on the pavem en t of the yard .

the groun d again ; on ce more a con vulsive 
tw itch passed over his bod y; he d rew up 
again , then grew still.

sp ectfu lly commended to ru ral organiza­ 
tions as a su bstitu te for the v ex ed q u estion 
whether p u rsu it or p ossession affords the 
greater amou nt of p leasu re. 
It may be that the geniu s who originated 
the idea was discou raged by the lamentable 
failu re of the Sorosis to interest any con­ 
siderable nu mber of American women in 
the matter of female su ffrage. Like the 
Irish agitators who bu ilt u p a home ru le 
p arty by organizing a strike against rent, 
she may hop e to stimu late su p p ort for a 
p olitical cru sade by holding ou t indu ce­ 
ments of a material if not ex actly of an 
agrarian character.
